The Man Who Is Supposed to Have Squealed 
on Cummings“ and His Pals Now Locked 


Up in the Tells His Story

The train which bore Wiftrock, Haight and 
Weaver to Jefferson had not left the 
Union Depot when Dan ty another Ad- 
ams Express robber arri from Kansas City 
in company with Operati g of the Pinker- 
ton force. He was not h -cuffed and when 
the two men called at Four Courts a 
short time afterward and indulred for Sergt. 
Bree, the officers at the station never sus- 
pected who they really were. On being told 
that Sergeant Bree wasat the Union Depot, 
they went there and, returned shortly again 
with him. It appears that Wing had in- 
structions to turn the prisoner over to 
Sergeant Bree, and that is why they went 
back tothe depot. When they entered the 
Four Courts the second time the prisoner was 
placed in the holdover. He said his name was 
Dan Moriarity, that he was NT years ot age, a 
native of this country, and arailroad man by 
occupation. 

Later in the day he wat visited by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter. The prisoner is a short, 
heavy-set man with shaggy black hair 
hanging over his forehead in a tough“ 
bang, a full face, dark blue eyes, 
and a slight mustache. He wore a 


gray flannel shirt, dark coat and vest and a 
pair of dark brown corduroy pants. When 
called upon he had in his mouth a large cud 
of tobacco on which be was chewing. 
very communicative, but wasshaky on some 
of his statements, and made others that were 


very gauzy. The impression he makes 
on one is not the very best, 
and after a short talk with him 


anybody would be apt to thiak with Wittrock 
and Haight that he is the man that did the 
‘‘squealing.’’§He does not impress one that he 
is telling the truth, and s jury would be apt to 
place a great deal more faith in the testimony 
of either Wittrock or Haight than in anything 
that Moriarity might state.

By appointment met 
him at Council Biuffs, and he told me 
what the scheme was. Itwas to rob an ex- 
press company, but he did not state on what 
road be intended committi the robbery. I 
refused to go into it and ad him not to do 
so either. Afterward in answer to a letter 
from him Itold him I was going to St. Louis. 
He came here and — with me 
the first night after his val. He again 
tried to talk me into the thing, but 
I would not e and toia higyI was about to 
et married and did not want $ get into any 
rouble. Then he explained to me that Haight, 
an ex messenger, and he **fixed’’ the 


messenger they intended to „ and that it 
was a de open and shut thing. 
The messenger, he said, was a friend 
of Haight. Ne 1 retused 
to go into the Comp me about 


where the ‘‘Frisco’’ traig stood, how many 
baggage and express cars it carried and how 
many men went in the express car. I could 
not give him all the information then, but 
wrote him at Chicago, telling him there were 
two men in the car and again advised him not 
to attempt to rob the train. It was

that Wittrock was here to see me, About No- 
vember 1] two brothers engaged in business in 
Leavenworth, came to myroom at No. 1700 
Chestnat street and asked me if I had heard 
about Wittrock. I inquired if he had not 
turned that trick on the Frisco, and they said 
‘No,’ and handed mea package of money. I 
did not know but it was all right, of course 
coming from two business men. They told 
me some story about Wittrock killing a man 
in Chicago over some wheat deal.

he afterward wrote Wittrock giving him the 
information as tothe number of men in a car. 
If a messenger had been fixed he could give. all 
this information much better than Moriarity. 
Another very thin statement is his story of not 
knowing where the money came from and not 
inquiring. It ia believed he is merely being 
held here to testify against Fothering in 
the coming trial.

county where the offense was committed.“ 

The other section under which the indict- 
ments were found is here given:

A BIG WAVE, 


Sergt. Weber Surprised for Once—Severe 
Cold Weather Coming. 

„This is the biggest cold wave I have seen 

this year,’’ said Sergt. Weber this morn- 


ing, as he ran his eye over the daily 
weather p. it is about 20 degrees of lon- 
gitude wide and extends fromthe British line 


down into Nebraska. Its center is about Bis- 
marck, Dak., although the coldest is to the 
east over in Minnesota.’’ 

The wave which was announced in yester- 
day's PosT-DIsPATCH developed to such an 
extent later in the day as to warrant the Signal 
Service in foll.wing up that announcement 
with an order forthe hoisting of the sig- 
nals, which were run up early this 
morning. This visitation is caused 
by an area of high pressure and low temper- 
ature in the Northwest, and somewhat iow 
pressure in the Southwest. The barometer 
was low enough in Texas to call forth a pre- 
diction for a norther down there to- 
night. In the Northwest the temperature 
is about as low as it generally gets 
even in that cold chmate. St. Vincent at 6 
a. m. to-day reported 40 degrees below; Moor- 
head, 39; Fort Buford, 37; Bismarck, 31. All 
that section of the country is suffering from 
ust such a severe degree of cold, and St. Paul 

as got enough to last her ice palace a month. 

The temperature here last night at 10 o’ clock 
was 14 degs., at 6a. m. to-day it had fallen 3 
degs., but by lo’clock this afternoon it had 
risen slightly,the mercury standing at 12 degs. 
The indications are that before to-morrow 
night the temperature will be below zero.

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A DAY'S MISHAPS. 


DISASTROUS EXPLOSION OF NATURAL GAS 
* AT YOUNGSTOWN, o. 


An Entire Block and Adjoining Buildings 
Destroyed- One Man Killed Damage 
Over $100,000 — Collision of Passenger 
Trains—Firemen Overcome by Gas at a 
Fire—A Mine Disaster—Casualties. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., January 6.—A Chronicle- 
Telegraph Youngstown, O., special says: At 
8 o’clock this morning Jack Semple, watchman 
in the scarcely completed Andrews’ block on 
South Market street, opened a window to se- 
cure ventilation. Instantly an explosion oc- 
curred and Semple ran into the street with his 
clothes aflame and rolied in the snow. Flames 
burst from the building, which burned with 
extraordinary rapidity and was totally 
consumed. The dlock was of brick and 
stone, and was just completed at a 
cost of $60,000. In it Howard Shields opened 
a large meat market and Mayers Brothers, a 
wholesale dry goods store,last week. Mayers 
Brothers had just bought out R. H. Parker & 
Co., and the insurance was transferred at 
8 e’clock yesterday afternoon. Shields had 
no insurance. The Knights of Pythias were 
fitting up the third floor, and the City 


Council and Board of Education were 
furnishing the second. J. B. Drake 
& Co., livery stable, adjoining the 


block, the Fowler cottage, an old landmark; 
the Barclay residence, just across Market 
street; the First Baptist Church and a small 
frame house in the rear of the Andrews block, 
on Boardman street, were totally destroyed. 
The Thomas Brown residence, the Churchill 
coal office and the south wing of the Todhouse 
Hotel were damaged to the extent of scorched 
fronts and broken windows. The total 
loss will reach considerably over $100,000, with 
probably $75,000 insurance. 

Watchman Semple was badly burned and 
was removed to the City Hospital. Another 
watchman, Thomas Brannigan, aged 19 years, 
is missing and is supposed to bein the ruins. 
Assistant Chief Davis of the Fire Department 
was painfully burned. Two lines of natura 
gas mains run past the Andrews building, and 
it is supposed thatthe fluid leaked, and was 
carried into the building through a drain 
trench and was ignited when Semple opened 
the window and created a draft. 


A Serious Collision. 


CHIcaGo, III., January 6.—As the special 
New York and Boston express on the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad which 


leaves here at 8:50 a. m. reached the crossing 
at Sixteenth street this 1 a@ passenger 
train on the Louisville, New Albany & Chicago 
—— crashed into it. The engine of the 
Louisville train struck the baggag» car of the 
Lake Shore train and lifted the car completely 
off the trucks. The smoking car, which was 
crowded with passengers was next over- 
turned, and although both of these cars 
were badly wrecked no one was killed or even 
badly injured. It was with the greatest dif- 
cuity, however, that the passengers who were 
imprisoned beneath the wreck were extri- 
cated, and the wildest excitement prevailed at 
the crossing. Itis not yet known who was to 
blame for the accident. The roads are still 
blocked and there are immense crowds at the 
scene of the accident. 


Firemen Injured. 


CHICAGO, January 6.—A gag explosion oc- 
curred atthe Walker carriage factory, corner 
of Wabash avenue and Harrison street, this 


morning. The gas escaped in a small recepta- 
cle under the sidewalk. When the firemen 
went to extinguish the flames seven of the lat- 
ter were overcome with the gas. The injured 
firemen were taken into a drugstore opposite 
the carriage factory, and, after considerable 
labor, were restored to consciousness. It was 
at one time feared that four of the firemen 
would not recover. 


Casualty in a Mine, 


SHAMOKIN, Pa., January 6.—A chamber in 
the Peerless Slope portion of the Henry Clay 
Colliery,owned by the Philadelphia & Reading 


Railroad and Coal & Iron Company, was dis- 
covered burning this morning. The fire is in- 
creasing rapidly and defies all efforts to get it 
under control. Frequent explosions of gas are 
occurring and four men have been severely 
burned. The Henry Clay is the most extensive 
mine owned by the Reading Company and 
employs 1,500men. The loss Cannot now be 
estimated. 


Gen. Bullard Safe. 


DENVER, Col., January 6.—Gen. E. 8. Bul- 
lard of Saratoga, who, it was rumored, was 
among the killed in the Tiffin railroad disas- 
ter arrived here this morning.

Ot these Con- 
gressmen, Payson will have the warmest sup- 
port from his district, and has already en- 
rolled under his banner a large number cf 
supporters from other sections. He will be

His location, 
Secur, hically, is far enough removed from 
pringtield to satisfy Senator Cullom. Ex-

be a candidate. 

A sensation was created late last nicht by 
the rumor that Lieut.-Gov. J. O. Smith had 
opened headquarters for Gov. Oglesby. This 
was unfounded in fact. Gen. Smith would 
no doubt like to see Oglesby elected, as it 
would advance him to the executive chair, but 
the Governoris not now a cundidate. The 
fact is, however, that his close adherents 
will, ifthe proper conditions present them- 
selves, make hima candidate in spite of his 
reported determination not to bea candidate 
under any circumstances. The probability is 
the fight may get so bitter that he could catch 
the rebound and be renominated. Notwith- 
standing Senator Cullom’s declaration that he

THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The first business of the session in the 
House, this morning, was the adoption of 4 
joint resolution, offered by Miller of Stark,

This de- 
termination he kept to himself and ata late 
hour last night a depusy was sent to the jail 
to request the guards to arouse the prisoners 
and have them in readiness for their trip by 6 
o’ clock in the morning.

THE CABLE POOL. 


The Reported Withdrawal of the French 
Company—Probable Cause. 


New Tonk, January 6.—Recent rumors that 
the French Cable Company was about to Sith 
draw from the cable pool were confirmed sub- 
Stantially yesterday by private dispatches 
from Paris, which stated that the company 
had given notice of its withdrawal. At the

THE ELABORATE REPORT OF LABOR Con- 
Mission KOOHTITERY. 


Strike on the Southwestern 
Loss to the Strikers and the Railroad Com- 
pany—Deficiency in the Fund tor Costs in 
Criminal Cases—Depositing County Bonds. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disratos. 

JErrEeRsoN CITY, Mo., January 
Commissioner Oscar Kochtitaky’s report to 
Gov. Marmaduke will deu valuabie coutribn- 
tion to the labor literature of the day. Maj. 
Tom Post ot the Labor Buréaa extended his 
inquiries into Téxas, Kansas and Arkansas in 
collecting statistics and facts concerning the 
late strike on the Gould Southwest Rallroad 
System and his returns were very completo. 

THE LATE STRIKE. 
In his report on the strike Oommissioner 
Kochtitzky says; ‘‘As to the cause of the strike, 
if cause there was, from a patient reading of 
this, chronicle it cannot be definitely ascer- 
tal Reasons were absent before its inaug- 
uration,and,as circumstances demanded, were 
multiplied afterwards. It was apparently use 


‘less, and will go down in history as the most 


expensive and prolonged strike of its size on 
record. It cannot be attributed to the op- 


pression of a great corporation, 15 
it is on record thas it d 
its employes more liberally than employes of 
any other class of business were paid. It can- 
not be attributed alone to obstinacy of em- 
ployers, for the reoord shows they were al- 
ways willing to treat with the employes in 
their actual service. It may possibly be at- 
tributed to the ambition and bad advice of 
smart and unscrupulous men, who, for selfish 
purposes, procured for themselves the 
leadership of the more easily duped masses 
of workingmen.’’ 
L066 BY THE STRIKE. 

In estimating the loss occasioned by the 
strike and ite cost to interested parties, Com- 
missioner Kochtitzky places the loss in wa 
to strikers at $900,000. The loss to non-striking 
employes he estimates at $500,000. 

To an agent of the Labor Bureau General 
Superintendent Wm. Kerrigan of the Missouri 
Pacific writes a letter which is incorporated in 
the report, and which states that the 
cost 0 Ing the company’s rop- 
erty during the strike was N. 
This sum does not include the cost of board- 
ing guards and furnishing them with arms and 
other miscellaneous expenses. 

„The lose of revenue to this company, 
writes Mr. Kerrigan, ‘‘taking the earnings of 
1885 as a comparison, was about $2,500,000. The 
actual damage to buildings, bridges, engines, 
etc., and other expenses rendered necessary 

by the strike is estimated at $300,000.’’ 

Mr. Kerrigan does not include the losses to 
the Texas & Pacific road and the Bridge and 
Tunnel Company at St. Louis

COSTS IN CRIMINAL CASES. 

The last State General Assembly appropriated 
$400,000 for the payment of costs in criminal 
cases in the years of 1885 and 1886. This amount 
was considerably in excess of the sum appro- 
— by the previous Legislature, and at the 

ime was deemed amply sufficient to 
meetalidemands which might be made upon 
the criminal costs fund. The great increase in 
crime throughout the State, however, and 
the consequent heavy drain on the fund 
unexpectediy created a deficiency 
at resent amounts to some 
$118,221.96. he $400 ,000 appropriation 
was exhausted in last July, since which time 
Criminal Court officials and witnesses in crim- 
inal cases have not receiveda cent. The de- 
ficiency ia the City of St. Louis amounts to 
A TOTAL OF $30,343. 

The Auditor has not received full returns of 
the State’s indebtedness in criminal cases 
from the counties of Dunklin, Grundy, Lewis, 
New Madrid, Oregon, St. Francois, Stoddard, 
Stone and Texas, and the deficiency of over 
$100,000 mentioned above does not include the 
returns from those counties. 

Chief Clerk John Clark of the Anditor’s 
office isof the opinion that the Legislature 
should appropriate something like $500,000 this 
session for the payment of costs in criminal 
cases for the ensuing two years. 

DEPOSITING COUNTY FUNDS. 

Representative Turrer of Olinton County 
will introduce a bill in the House shortly, pro- 
viding that County Treasurers shali d posit 
county funds with the highest bidders, as is 
done with State funds. he object of this 
measure ie to destroy the infiuence 
and interference of county banks in 
county politics, It appears that county 
banks in every election for county officers 
frequently run rival candidates for the 
position of County Treasurer. The bank which 
elects ite candidate receives in return the 
county deposits. These deposits range 
from $25 , 000 to $50, 000. 4 large 
part ef which are continually Tn 
the hands of the bank. The bank pays no in- 
terest; is advised in advance of the time when 
the county will need a Es ot its money and 
in that way enjoys the benefits of innumerabie 
opportunities to place the Oounty’s funds at 
high rates of interest.

We 
don’t complain of the rate from Chicago to 
Council Binffs and Kansas City, which we un- 
derstand to be $8 per gross ton, while the 
rates to Denver, Colorado Springs and Puebio 
from Ohicago are $16.44 per — ton. The 
distance from Ohicago to issourl River 
points is about half. In other words, they 
are asking over four ti as much per 
ton per mile for trausaporti from the 
Missouri River to olora points 
as from Chicagoto the Missouri River. We 
think you should make at least a $12 rate per 
gross n from Ohicago to these points, to 
take effect immediately, in justice to the pur- 
chasers as weil as to us, who want to help sup- 
ply their wants. At the price the Pueblo mills 
can make rails and are now making offers, it 
impossible for Chicago to compete at all. 
With this reduction we are ready and 
with this price to-day we feel sure we could 
have gotten an order for not less than 100,000 


tons.

Ido not believe you realize 
that the same arbitrary, dictatorial and unfair 
manner is continued by your management that 
has existed for many years. It seems strange 
to me thatthe Union Pacific, in its poverty, 
should care more about the method of pro- 
cedure than earning between $200,000 and 
$300,000 upon freight tendered, and I have 
rather come to the belief that its poverty is 
occasioned more by such management than by 
any action of the “Government or other 
cause. i 

Mr. Potter was formerly a Director of the 
Union Pacific, and is a firm believer in the 
efficiency of well-managed pools, but feels so 
indignant over the treatmefit he has received 
from the Colorado Traffic Association that he 
has determined to present the matter to the 
authorities at Washington.

An Exciting Fight at the Relay Depot, in 
Which Two Bloodhounds, a Mastiff, Two 


An intensely exciting scene occurred this 
morning at the Relay Depot. When the 
Wabash train arrived shortly after T 0’ clock 
the members of Stetson’s Uncle Tom's 


Cabin’’ Company, which was on the way from 
Edwardsville to Jerseyville, began to transfer 
its property. The property consisted of 
trunks, trappings, two donkeys and three 
immense bloodhouads. From 7 until 9 o’ clock 
in the morning there is always a great number 
of people at the Relay waiting for the outgo- 
ing and incommg trains, and when the don- 
keys and bloodhound Were being taken from 
the car there was of course a large number of 
spectators. 

Among them was Mr. Robert Gray, night 
watchman for the East St. Louis 
Bank. The selection of Mr. Gray from 
the crowd as a noteworthy person 


would not be justified were it not for the fact 
that he was n as he usually is, by 
an immense mastiff. Mr. Gray’s dog was the 
cause of all the excitement. hen the blood- 
hounds were taken from the car, Gray’s dog 
made a rush at one of them and «began 
to eat him up. The bloodhound 

muzzied, an conseguentiy at a 
decidéd disadvantage. One of the colored 
jubilee singers, named Amos 2 in or- 
der to make Gray’s dog release his h d began 
to cick him. Gray protested nst the col- 
ored man’s treatment of his dog and they be- 
1 uarréling, some bad neu being used 

y both. In the heat of the 
ment some mem of the 
unmussled another of the bloodbounds and 
turned him loose. With a howl that caused a 
stampede amo the spectators, the monster 
made a rush for Gray’s mastiff. The mastiff is 
a fine specimen of his species, 
could have 
any one 
with two to fight, it soon became 
apparent that he would be worsted unless 
rescued from their violence. Gray, with man 
imprecations on the man who let the secon 
bloodhound loose, rushed in between the dogs 
and tried to rescue his own from the clutches 
ot the bloodhounds. One of them bit him on 
the thumb of the left hand, but be did not 
desist in his endeavors. He began 
to kick the bloodhounds. One of the negros 
became 80 incensed at this that he struck him 
ablow in the back of the head. Gray was 
now — enraged, and he turned on 
the negro who had struck him, and planted a 
blow between his eyes which sent him to the 

round, All of the negroes then attached 

ray, and were announcing their intention of 
doing him up“ as badly asthe bioodhounds 
had ‘‘done’’ his mastiff when a friend came 
to his reacue,and with a drawn revolver, 
threatened to kill: the first — nigger that 
moved. 

The howls of the bloodhounds, the angry 
language of the belligerents and the sight of 
the drawn revolver made a most exciting 
scene, and a number of ladies in the depot be- 
came so frightened that they added to the ex- 
citement by screaming. hen Gray’s friend 
drew his revolver all hostilities ceased 
at once. The ncgroes weakened. The 
one who had struck Gray, and whom 
he had struck in return, ran u the 
tracks toward the junction, to © at 
a safe distance in case Gray’s friends con- 
cluded to perforate him and his companions. 
The others were as meek as lambs while the 
revolver was Visible, but as soon aa Gray’s 
friend bad put away his weapon, and on 
Gray’s advice had left for fear of arreat if he 
remained, one of the negroes named Hay- 
ward Hogan resumed the quarrel with Gray 
and throwing off his coat told him he would 

ive him all the fight he wanted. Gray would 

ave accepted his proposition and the trouble 

would have been renewed and probably termi- 

nated with more serious results had 

not Officers O'Neil, Voice and Canty

The Part They Played in the First Discov- 
ery of Gold in California. 


From the Washington Critic. 

Gen. Sherman, in a conversation with 
some friends at Chamberlin’s a tew even- 
ings since, referred to this important his- 
torical event—so pregnant with results 
affecting the whole world—substantially 
as follows: Capt. Sutter brought into 
Gen. Mason’s office several small pack- 
ages of samples and spread them 
out before us. The specimens 
presented varied in size from fish 
scales and — peas up to the size of 
beans. Gen. Mason asked if 1 knew how 
to test whether this stuff was gold or not. 
Isaid certainly, and immediately tried 
my teeth on a lump and made an indenta- 
tation which impressed me that it was 
malleable. [then sent out for a hammer 
and an ax and pounded several 1 out 
flat. This was a crude but practical test 
but we then applied acids, which verifi 
ie that the samples were genuine 
gold. 

I was at once sent up to the diggings 
and made a thorough examination of the 

old discoveries which were rapidly be- 
ng found in new localities and in wonder- 
ful amounts. I returned to Montere 
with a quantity ofspecimen samples an 
drew up the official report to the Govern- 
ment, which was signed by Gen. Mason. 
This report, accompanied with a quantity 
of samples of gold, was forwarded by a 
special bearer of dispatches, who was no 
other than Henry D. Cooke, recently the 
first Governor of this District of 
Columbia. He was sent off in asmall 
sailing vessel with instructions to inter- 
cepta British steamer on the Southern 
coast and make rapid transit to Washing- 
ton, regardless of expense. 

We had not then been advised of the 
ratifications of the treaty with Mexico 
ceding California to the United States, 
and were necessarily very anxious that 
the Government should possess informa- 
tion of the discovery of gold at the earliest 
moment.“

leases, The result that many Scotch 
farmers are betaking themselves, bag and 
bag e to England. Several Scotch 

culturists have already settled in 
Essex, where, with low rents and the 
right to farm as they best please, they are 
doing fairly well. I had a farm to let 
in England I should advertise the fact in 
the Scottish newspapers. The science of 
agriculture is much more advanced in 
Scotland than in England, and the con- 
sequence: of this is that a Scotch farmer 
can live and thrive where an English 
farmer would starve.

He con- 
cludes: This is the state of farming 
where cattle and oats are the mainstay; a 
further fall of 30 per cent 1s required be- 
fore farms can pay.’’

| THE UNPLEASANT EXPERIENCES OF A-PAN- 


AMA RAILROAD CONDUCTOR. 


‘Tom Fee Kills a Murderous Passenger in 
Self-Defense — Ledged in a Jail Without 
Roof er Windows—Queer Method ef Crim- 
inal Trials—Jurymen Discussing the Case 
with Spectators—An Eight Years’ Sentence 
~The Condemned Man's Escape. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

New York, January 6.—Tom Foye, a con- 
ductor on the Panama Railroad, was most un- 
justly sentenced a month since in Colon to 
eight years’ imprisonment for shooting a 
bloodthirsty passenger. He arrived in this 
port last Tuesday on the steamer Aleno, hay- 
ing made a remarkable escape. None of his 
fellow-passengers, with whom he was on the 
best of terms, suspected his identity until his 
feet were safe on United States soil. Te the 
representative of the Post-DisPaTcu Mr. Foye 
gave yesterday a fullaccount of his experience 
in Panama. 

1 come from California,’’ he said, and 
have been on the road in Panama for the 
last two years. You have no idea of 
the difficulties we conductors have there. 
Whenever the canal company pays off the 
trains are packed full of drunken cut-throats 
from Chili and Peru, and when you ask them 
for their fares you want to look out you don t 
get a gun oraknife. They are great, too, for 
carrying a machete, which is a knife about 
three feet long that is used tocut your way 
through bushes. They are mighty handy with 
it, and can cut their path as fast as they can 
walk along. My run was between Panama 
and Colon. In the middle of October last we 
had a rough gang on board, and I 
had to put off two men that 
drew revolvers on me. In one of the second- 
class coaches there was a party of abouta 
dozen travelling together. One of them struck 
at me with his machete and I jumped back 
out ot the way. Every time Id ask for bis 
fare he’d hit at me, and his companions were 
chattering away unpleasantly behind me. The 
fellow finally made a rush at me with his 
machete upraised, andI drew my revolver 


and 
SHOT HIM THROUGH THE BRAIN. 


It killed him instantly. There was a good 
deal of talk among his friends the rest of the 
trip, but I arrived at Colon unbarmed and 
gave myself up to the prefect. He sent me to 
jail. It was a building without a roof and 
no glass in the windows. I got the fever 
and was in a bad state. The English 


speaking people were very indignant about 
the matter and the American Consul-General 
sent for the Yantic, because he was afraid we 
would have an uprising. Finally the Ameri- 
cans employed on the railroad struck and re- 
fused to work tilll was placed in better quar- 
ters. Then Iwas transferred. It was October 
17 Lshot the man, and not till November 26 did 
they give me what they call atrial before an 
Alcaide and a jury ot five. Three of these 
were Colombians and the remaining two 
were men who run gambling houses and 
other disorderly places. The court-room 
was full of natives during the trial and 
they cried down my lawyer when he would try 
to speak and made disagreeable remarks 
about me. The jury went about at will in the 
audience and talked the case over. They con- 
victed me. The judge sentenced me to eight 
years imprisonment on November 80, and I 
served two days. Iwas placed in jail under 
guard of fifty soldiers and there were twenty 
policemen Op the outside. I was the only 
prisoner, but they wereafraid that some one 
might try to rescue me. 


came ia eve evening and cleaned my ceil 
The guard changed watch at 6 o’clock every 
night. The second day of my sentence I 
— * to get a suit of clothes, which looked 
enough like those worn by the bey, and at 
the changing of the watch I changed m 
clothes and shaved off my mustache which 
was pretty long. Then Ipicked up my slop 
pall and walked out as quiet and 5 as you 
please. As soon as I got out of sight 
STARTED ON A DEAD RUN 
for the Ohagres River. I had $100 in my pock- 
etand I must have gotastart of an hour and 
a half before it was discovered. At the river I 
stole a beat and started for the ocean, hop- 
ingto reach the Yantic which had arrived 
about the time I was sentenced. Iwas ia the 
swamps in the vicinity of Colon for about six 
days, until arrangements were made to get me 
out of the country. You can imagine how se- 
cretly everything had to be done when I tell 
— 1,000 reward had been offered for my cap- 
ure. Ileit that country in the steamer Aleno, 
Capt. Seiders, suiling from Port Liman. In 
1865 this same captain picked up Johns Boyle 
O'Reilly in Southern waters after 
he had escaped from New Zealand.

Their colonel came down on a special 
train from Panama and placed the whole com- 
pony under arrest. he captain and first 
lieutenant deserted and ran away before the 
colonel arrived, and the remaining lieutenant, 
who was officer of the guard when I got away, 
had his stripes torn off and his sword broken 
intwo. I want to say a word about Adamson, 
the American Oonsul-Generalat Panama. He 
visited me at the jail after I had been there 
two weeks and said that he would do what he 
could for me. That was the last Isaw or 
heard frem him. 
THE ENGLISH CONSUL 
called on me and said it I wasan English sub- 
— he would get me an immediate trial or 
ave me released in his custody. It is a com- 
mon thing fer him to do, and it has made my 
blood turn more than once to find Americans 
laying claim to English citizenship when they 
got into trouble. The American Consul is 
afraid to say or do anything that might dis- 
please the native officials, and so nobody 
respects the rights of American citizens. 
There is lots of injustice done them, and I 
could tell you ofa hundred incidents. Early 
in October last some trouble arose between 
the captain and sailors ofan American bark 
which was anchored in the harbor. The 
captain sent for the police and 
four of them boarded the vessel. They 
met with opposition and their arms were 
taken away. A large force was then sent 
aboaid the vessel, and though they met with 
no resistance they shot and killed foar men. 
Two of these were lying in their bunks in the 
forecastic. The matter was reported to the 
Consul-General and there it seemed to stop. 
Another time the captain and mate of an 
American vessel were taking some food to one 
of their sailors whe was locked up. They were 
ordered away from the jail in Spanish, but not 
understanding the language they were not 
romptin obeying. The soldiers thereupon 
the men over the head with the stocks of 
their rifies, injuring them so badly that they 
were laid up for a long time thereafter, but 
Consul mever interfered in the matter.’’

LONDON, January 6.—[Copyright, 1887.]—Mr. 
Goschen who takes the Chancellorship of the 
Exchequer in Lord Salisbury’s Cabinet, is very 
near sighted, wears glasses and has a husky 
voice, but is a learned man and a strong 
speaker. He isthe leader of the gold basis 
men in England, and his accession to power is 
a severe blow to the bimetallic men.
